The statue of Frederick the Great 
which stood for twelve years in front 
of the army war college in Washing­ 
ton was taken down under military 
orders about eighteen months age and 
is now reposing somewhere in the quiet 
of obscurity. 
Frederick the Great 
never will raise his head again in tie' 
capital of the United States.
